TO CLEAR GRAND RAPIDS. 


Information was brought in by Ed. 
Nagle last week to the effect that the 
ice at Grand Rapids had biocked and 
frozen above the rapids in such posi- 
tion as to leave the rocks and boulders 
which impede navigation, exposed and 
clear of ice. This left the rocks in 
such a position that they could be 
easily reached and blasted away by 
dynamite, an unusual condition as the 
ice is generally piled high above and 
areund them. 

Acting on this information, which 
was most important as offering @ 
mode of clearing away the rocks be- 
fore the rush of spring traffic com- 
menced, the board of trade took steps 
to take immediate advantage of the 
situation and sent the following tele-

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THE EDMONTON ROUTE. 


Speech by Frank Oliver, M. P., 
delivered in the Honse of Commons 
on Wednesday, March 9th. -Hansard 
report : 

Mr.- Oliver. 
ed to the hon. member for West- 
minster (Mr.- Morrison) for the at- 
tention he has paid me in discussing the 
merits of the arguments that I have 
placed before the House, but I apolo- 
gize sincerely to the House for having 
been the occasion of so much waste of 
time. However, I hope the House 
will consider that I at least was inne- 
cent in the matter. I shall not follow 
the example, of the hon. gentleman 
and traverse the statements made or 
alleged arguments put forward. I 
made certain statements to this House 
as matters of fact, as information for 
the House, without regard to politics 
or principles, but simply as conveying 
information which was within my 
knowledge. In so far only as the 
hon. gentieman’s contradiction of my 
statement of facts is concerned, will 
I trouble the House to follow his 
argument. I stated, and the whole 
weight of my opposition to the pre- 
sent comtract rests on this point, that 
owing to geographical considerations 
the Dominion of Canada was not in a 
position to benefit from the demand 
for food products that would arise in 
the Yukon, if the only means of com- 
munication with the Yukon was by 
the route from the Pacific coast. That 
statement is either correct or incor- 
rect; it can be proved or disproved, 
and upon the truth of that statement 
I rest my case. The hon. gentleman 
oniy controverts my statement on the 
ground that British Columbia is a 
reasonable source cf food supply for 
the Yukon. Hedoes not contradict 
the statement as regards any other 
part of Canada, that Manitoba and 
the Northwest are necessarily the 
only sources of fuod supply for the 
Yukon. He says that British Colum- 
bia is a possible and probable source 
of food supply for the Yukon, and 
quoted from the Trade and Navigation 
returns in proof of this assertion. If 
British Columbia does not at present 
produce enough to support its popula- 
tion, it has no food prodacts to export 
to the Yukon, and if it does produce 
more than is sufficient for the popula- 
tion of the province, its being on the 
sea coast the Trade and Navigation 
returns must necessarily show the 
facts. I have examined the Trade 
and Navigation returns and this is 
what I find in the returns for 1897. 
The total imports of British Columbia 
fer that yearentered for home consump- 
tion, were of the value of $6,926,000. 
Of this amount I find that products to 
the value of $4,117,373 came from the 
United States, which I hold, proves 
my point, namely, that the food pro- 
ducts used in British Columbia itself 
to a large extent come from the 
United States, and British Columbia, 
therefore, has no food products to ex- 
port, to the Yukon; thst as a matter 
of fact in the settled parts of British 
Columbia the United States is the 
competitor of the Northwest in sup- 
plying that country with food, and 
that if the United States can compete 
with the Northwest in supplying the 
settled portion of the province, cer- 
tainly it will compete under more 
favorable circumstances over the pro- 
posed route to the Yukon. As io the 
trade in food products to the Yukon 
it may be worth while to say a word. 
Take the population to be in the 
Yukon this year at 50,000. Those 
people wili use 1,000 pounds of food 
per man per year, and that food at 
the pvint of production would be 
worth anywhere from $100 to $200. 
In other words, taking the lowest 
estimate as to the popslation of the 
Yukon, the trade in food products 
will be worth $10,000,000 yearly, and 
the question before the House is 
whether that $10,000,000 of trade 
shail be done by the United States or 
by our Northwest. 


The hon. gentleman (Mr. Morrison) 
raised the issue that I was speaking 
from a local standpoint and he coun- 
selled me that I should have spoken 
from a national standpoint. In that 
regard I am prepared to stand com- 
parison with the hon. gentleman (Mr. 
Morrison) himself. There are three 
constituencies on the Pacific coast, 
one of them represented by my hon. 
friend (Mr. Morrison) which are 
directly interested in the Yukon trade 
by way of the proposed coast route, 
It is a matter of fact, and it is acknow- 
ledged on all hands, that every other 
constituency in the Dominion of Can- 
ada is interested to a greater degree 
in an interior route. If the hon. 
gentleman (Mr. Morrison) feels that 
he is justified in supporting the case 
of three maritime constituencies on 
the Pacific coast, as against the rest 
of the Dominion and if he thinks that 
that is not local politics, then, Mr. 
Speaker, I hope I am justified in sup- 
porting the case of the rest of the 
Dominion as something more than

In the remarks which 
I made the other day, I did not speak 
of the Edmonton route, nor did I sug- 
gest a route from the eastern side of 
the Rocky Mountains to-the Yukon. 
I did not mention it for the reason 
that I did not think it was necessary 
to my argument, but seeing that 
these two gentlemen have men- 
tioned it, and seeing that they 
have taken up the time of the House 
about it, which I was too modest to 
do, I think I may be justified in 
following their example and so I shall 
refer toit now. I have just a few 
words to say te correct some slight 
misapprehensions which seem to have 
arisen in regard to this route, and as 
to the position taken by myself and 
others towards it. In the first place, 
it has been taken for granted that we 
east of the mountains are demanding 
that the Dominion of Canada should 
build a railroad from Edmonton to 
Dawson City, a distance of 1,500 
miles. Let me say, Mr. Speaker, that 
neither I nor anyone else whom I 
know has made any such demand 
upon the government of the day. 

We are willing to recognize the 
limits of the resources of the Domin- 
ion; we are willing to recognize the 
possibility of mining in the Yukon 
not being permanent, and we are 
willing to recognize the desirability of 
a road being built in from the Pacific 
coast. I entirely disclaim the position 
in which the hon. member for West- 
minster (Mr. Morrison) seexs to put 
me when he says I am against the 
coast route and that the people in 
favor of the eastern route are neces- 
sarily against the western. What we 
do ask is, Mr. Speaker, that when the 
resources of this country are being 
pledged for the purpose of inducing 
trade from the United States into the 
Yukon, the trade of our own country 
should have equal facilities or equal 
consideration at least. Wedo not 
ask the government of the day to 
build a railroad te Dawson City. The 
very modest request was made that 
the government should open up a pack 
trail, or possibly a wagon road from 
Edmonton to Pelly river, which stands 
to this route in the same position as 
Teslin lake does to the coast route. 
That was the sole demand that has 
been made on the government in be- 
half of the easternroute,and if that de- 
mand should be granted the House 
and the country can rest assured, 
that there never was an expenditure 
made by the Dominion of Canada 
that will give such a goood return to 
the treasury of the country, and to 
the trade and manufactures of the 
country as will that comparatively 
trifling expenditure. 

The hon. solicitor-general estimated 
that the cost of a railroad over the 
Edmonton route would be something 
like $30,000,000. Let me correct him. 
The broad guage, substantially built 
railroad that runs from Calgary north 
to Edmonton cost $12,000 per mile, 
according to the statement of the 
construction company. If that rail- 
road had been built on the principle 
and standard of the proposed Teslin 
lake road, I suppose it could have 
been built for $8,000 a mile, so that 
the distance of 1,000 miles from _Ed- 
monton to the navigable waters of 
Pelly river would cost $8,000 multi- 
plied by 1,000 miles, or in all $8,900,- 
000 would build a railway from Ed- 
monton to the navigable waters of 
Pelly river which would give the food 
trade of that country to Eastern 
Canada, and would give our easteru 
railroad system direct communication 
with the Yukon. I maintain, Sir, 
that such a railroad would secure to 
the Dominion of Canada practically 
every dollar's worth of the trade of 
that country. It would make Canada 
mistress in her own house, so that we 
would have no questions to ask a 
foreign country as to bonding privileges, 
or as to our action in any respect. If 
there are any international complica- 
tions likely to arise, the remedy for 
these international complications is 
to build a railroad over what is un- 
questionably our own territory for the 
benefit of our own trade. 


Since I last spoke on this question, 


Mr. Speaker, the Teslin lake project | 


has taken on a new phase. At that 
time, it was expected that there 
would onl; . the construction of 150 
miles of railway. That was all that 
was asked for and the resources of the 
Dominion were pledged to that. 
Since then, however, it has transpired 
that such is not the project, but that 
the project is now to extend the line 
on the Pacific coast to Alice Arm, 
a distance as the crow flies of 350 
miles from Teslin lake, and consider- 
ing that there are one or two moun- 
tain ranges to cross, and considering 
that the country has never yet been 
even explored much less surveyed, 
there is every probability that a 
proper railroad cannot be built be- 
tween those two points in a less dis- 
tance than 450 miles. Now then, 
Sir, I leaves it to this House to judge, 
if it is not cheaper, if it will not in 
the very nature of things cost this 
country less money—suppose we 
should look at it from the point of 
view of the cost alone to build a rail- 
road from Edmonton to Pelly river 
than to build from Alice Arm to 
Teslin lake. The present estimate of 
the cost of the Stickine railway is 
$25,000 per mile Figure out 450 
miles at $25,000 a mile, and 1,000

Ali fur wes scarce excepting lynx, and 
poor catches were made in con- 
sequence. Moose also were scarce 
and as a resuit the Indians in the 
vicinity of Chipewyan and Smith were 
short of food and many in a starving 
condition. The Hudson Bay Co., and 
the mission supplied food to a large 
number during the winter to prevent 
extreme privation. Two wood buf- 
falo were killed by Indians near 
Fert Smith and Inspt. Routledge is 
reported to be bringing the head and 
hide of one in with him. The H. B. 
Co’s steamer Wrigley is being rebuilt 
at Smith, under the direction of 
Capt. Boyd. The new boat will be 
four feet longer and two feet wider in 
Jas. 
Dinner and Archie Turnbull, who 
left Edmonton last summer, spent the 
winter trapping on the Peace river 
about thirty miles up from its mouth, 
at a place called the “Big Point.” 
Jack Edmonton and D. Cadzow are 
wintering at the mouth of the Peace. 
They are reported to have made a 
good winter's trade. The Roman 
Catholic mission at Chipewyan put up 
last season 40,000 fish. The con- 
sumption in the mission alone is 100 
fish a day. Archie and Peck Row- 
land, who went north with Insp. 
Routledge, remained st Resolution. 
The coldest weather experienced dur- 
ing the winter at Fort Smith was on 
the 20th of February when the ther- 
mometer Gropped to 44 below. Mc- 
Kenzie, of Beaver lake, who started 
for the Yukon late last fall, is re- 
turning to town from Chipewyan, 
where his party wintered. He is ex- 
pected in this week. Mr. Connor’s 
trip from Fort Smith to the Landing 
occupied 165 days actual travelling, 
with dog teams,

| COULDN'T TRAVEL VIA 


STICKINE. 

The Calgary Herald says that amon 
the passengers on Wednesday's “eat 
bound train was J. W. Lumsden, of 
London, Ontario, who was returning 
from Stikine river. Mr. Lumsden says 
tnat he attempted to reach the Yukon 
by the Stickine river route, but on his 
arrival at the river he found that it was 
utterly impossible to proceed farther 
owing to the terrible condition of the 
ice. Neither dogs nor horses could 
travel, and Fort Wrangel was now 
crowded with disgusted Klondykers, 
some of whom were gambling and 
others drinking to conceal their disgust. 
Even when the river was open it was 
not possible to load more than 2000 
pounds ona boat, and outfits which 
cost $300 or $400 could now be pur- 
chased at Wrangel for a tenth of their 
value. 


Mr. Lumsden will return in a short 
time and will proceed to the gold fields 
by the Edmonton route,and he believes 
that anybody who learns the truth 
about the Stickine river route will do 
the same. 


THAT CAYUSE QUESTION. 


The Wetaskiwin Free Lances rises 
to remark that the bottom has fallen 
cut of the horse market in Edmonton, 
and states that the blame can be laid at 
the door of the Burietin for stating 
that a thousand horses were needed here 
for the Klondike trade. It also states 
that horses were runin from “Oregon, 
Montana, Assiniboia and Manitoba” ; 
that Jim House of Wetaskiwin had to 
bring back thirty head, and “ this sort 
of booming shuts out the horse raisers 
of this country.” It is certainly 
a strange condition of affairs, that 
when there is a market for say 1000 
horses and the Buuuerin states the 
fact, that such statement should be 
characterized as “ booming” and the 
Buuuerw blamed for shutting out the 
horse raisers of this country. It would 
require a man with a warp in his in- 
tellect to arrive at a conclusion of this 
kind. 

On the 3rd of February last the 
BuLeTin comniented on the rise in the 
price of pack horses and stated that 
there was a market for one thousand 
head if they were brought in at once. 
The thousand head came and were sold, 
and a thousand more came -and some 
of them were not sold, and if over- 
industrious dealers brought in double 
the amount immediately required or 
asked for, it was not the BuLietin’s 
fault, and, furthermore, if the thousand 
| that were soid were supplied by such 
ar outlying points as “Oregon, Mon- 
tana, Manitoba and Assiniboia”, it 
reflecte no great credit on the enter- 
prise of local dealers who were not 
handicapped by distance, and certainly 
is not a condition of affairs tor which 
the horse raisers of this country cculd 
blame the BuLwerin. That there 
should bea lull in the demand for 
horses is only natural and reasonable as 
it is too late to start over the snow and 
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too early to go by pack and cart, an- 
other condition of affairs for which the 
Butuetin is not to blame.

All 
existing trails, wagon roads and rail- 
roads are shown on it. To the north- 
westward it takes in Alaska and the 
lower Yukon to the 150th degree of 
west longitude, or almost to the late 
discoveries at Little Minook. It is 
particularly interesting to prospectors 
taking the Mackenzie route, in that it 
shows the boat route from the Macken- 
zie to the Yukon and the junction of 
the Porcupine and the Yukon at Fort 
Yukon. It may be mentioned, how- 
ever, that Rampart house, the H. B. 
Co. post on the Porcupine branch of 
the Yukon, which is supplied with 
geods from Mackenzie river over the 
Peel river portage is placed on the 
wrong side of the 141st meridian, plac 
ing it apparently in United States terri- 
tory instead of in the Canadian Yukon, 
where it really is. The error has, no 
doubt, arisen from the fact that when 
Rampart house was first built it was 
as located on Mr. Lott’s map, but it 
was afterwards removed te the Can- 
adian side where it now is. It may be 
mentioned that the Canadian authorities 
are now making the necessary arrange- 
ments for hauling goods on the waters 
of the Yukon from Rampart house to 
Fort Cudahay. The part of the map 
covering the overland route from Ed- 
menton to Pelly river by way of the 
Peace, Nelson and Liard rivers is taken 
from the large maps made by Prof. 
Dawson, director of the geological sur 
vey; R. G. McConnell, of the land 
survey, and W. Ogilvie, of the survey’s 
branch of the interior department, who 
explored, reported upon, and mapped 
the several sections which go to make 
up this route some years ago. Alto- 
gether this map is the most compivie, 
convenient and accurate that has yet 
been issued and will be found useful 
in the highest degree by prospectors, 
Yukon bound, by whatever route. 


SMASH-UP ON THE C. P. R. 


A somewhat serious smash-up occur- 
red on the C. P. R. main line, fifty 
miles west of Gleichen, on Tuesday 
last, when the west bound express 
jumped the track by reason of a broken 
rail, and the loaded passenger cars were 
pulled for some two hundred yards over 
the ties. The accident fortunately oc- 
curred on level prairie. Had it taken 
place a few yards ferther on, more 
serious complications would in all 
probability have resulted. As it was
